newspaper with higher ideals or cleaner news, speaks editorial- 
ly as follows in a recent issue: 
* “These modern movie heroes do remarkable things. They 
play with fire and never get burned. They wade through mud 
up to their necks and never get smirched, They can be gen- 
teely evil and quite despicable for half the play, then put on 
a baby nature like a new coat and come out at the finish as 
sweet as a violet. The movies ean do wonderful things—but 
many of them are absurd. 

‘*What is forgotten in the movies is character and the most 
dramatic factor of all—the moral law. It works quietly to 
delineate a man’s hidden nature upon him in a way that all 
may read. Or it can strike with a suddenness that is terrifie. 
Often it takes what is the most utter seeret one day and blag- 
ons it so that the world must see. The moral law is a domi- 
nating influence in human affairs. Yet save for the superficial- 
ities needed to bring about the happy ending, too often the 
sereen overlooks it. 

“Be sure your sin will find you out,’ is the way the Bible 
writes the law. It is more inexorable, the world has found, 
than the law of gravitation. The movies cannot repeal it. 

“Whatever the films may say. viee is not attractive and it 
does not go unpunished. Many of the scenarios would never be 
produced if the plot were worked out as the moral law actually 
would write it in real life. In place of glamour would be grief. 

“The moral law works to reward the right as well as to dis- 
courage the bad. The movies may some day discover this and 
produce deeper and truer pictures. In the meantime the boy 
or girl who takes an ideal from movies does it as risk. 

“Many movie ideals are imitation dollars. They pass for 
the real thing in pictureland, where bad money is too often 
regarded In the daily life of the world, they are 
known as counterfeits. A counterfeit will buy nothing.”’ 

Many people are of the opinion the movies are the worst 
influence in the world today—and we agree with them. Young 
people are influenced by immoral pictures at an early age. They 
see in the pictures and read in the papers and magazines of 
the fast and loose lives led by those of the movie colony. Soon 
the younger generation gets the impression that such is the 
normal life of the day, although it is net the life lived in their 
own home.

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POLICE HOPE TO | 
RAISE STANDARDS; 


Efforts Being Made to Place 
Officers on Basis of Ser- 
i vice and Efficiency 





‘ 
Police in the district are re 


ly following the movement to 
place the law enforcement de-} 
partment of the state, the coun- 
ties and the citics on a civil ser- 
vice basis, rather than on a po- 


litical basis as at present. The 
Protective Order of Police, a 
state-wide organization, is 


sponsoring the movement. 

Upland police are cooperating 
in the efforts of the order, which 
has as its program the raising 
of the standards of police de- 
partments and insuring protec- 
tion of. officers against political 
handicaps. 

I. O. Blake, Glendale, supervi- 
sor of the organization, was re- 
cently visiting in the district in 
the interests of the group. 

“Our prime purpose is to win 
for the police the professional 
standing all of them desire, and 
toward which all of them would 
and could work, except for the 
domination, in most cases, of 
political powers,” Blake said. 

“IT do not believe it an exag- 
geration to state that 99 depart- 
ments out of each 100 are politi- 
cally controlled. This, obviously, 
blinds efficiency, kills the incen- 
tive of officers to work on many 
cases, and lowers their 
ards, 

“It is this condition we hope 
to correct by legislative enact- 
ment, next session, which will 
establish a state police board of 
control, similar to other non-par- 
tisan commissions, which will 
insure a police officer his job for 
as long ‘as he does it honestly 
and efficiently. The board of 
control would set up standards 
of requirement for applicants, 
testing them thoroughly for their 
mental and moral capabilities in 
police wotk as well as for their; 
physical qualifications.”

On the basis of weather con-} 
ditions here at 4:40 p.m., will 
Floyd D. Young, government 
«meterclogist, broadcast the tem- 
perature forecast during the 
frost season. He will begin his 
nightly broadcasts at 8 p.m., 
Tuesday. 

R. J. Rogers, local observer, 
will telephone the forecast for 
Upland, Ontario, Alta Loma, Cu- 
camonga and Etiwanda to Mr. 
Young’s Pomona cffice at that 
time. Likewise 63 other fore- 
casters will report to Mr, Young 
at 4:40 p.m. and the combined 
forecast will be broadcast over 
KNX in one of the most exten- 
sive and intensive frost warn- 
ings in the nation. 

Factors on which Mr. Rogers 
will make his local prediction 
are humidity, winds and temper- 
ature. Probable low  tempera-
